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LETTER TO THE EDITOR 
Dear Editor, 
Please allow me through your pages, to address the residents of Bar Hill. 


On the notice board near the letter box in The Mall is a notice which alleges 
that this village is well kept. This may be meant to encourage us but it is 
a false statement. 


Our open spaces are littered with soft drink cans, cigarette packets, sweet 
and crisp wrappings and bottles both glass and plastic. 


Our grass verges and open spaces are strewn with excrement of dogs. 


Beside our paths and in the ditches lie countless Tesco trollies. On the main 
path through the middie of the village from the Mall to the top of the hill at 
Little Meadow, on the morning of Sunday 5 February '89, there were more than 
30 abandoned trollies. long the other long path from the school to The 
Fairway our maintenance man and his helpers cleared the big ditch which runs 
beside the building site. Since that time the trollies have turned up there 
too whereas tormerly they were thrown into the stream which crosses the path 
et that point. 


Rubbish is dumped 211 round the village. No sooner had the ditch mentioned 
above been clearec than it was used as a dumping place for garden refuse. 


The blame fcr all this is on the shoulders of residents of Bar Hill. 
Repeated polite exhortations to the public to do better have achieved little 
We are plegued py 2 mindless, feckless minority, not all of whom are young. 


he time has come for offences to be defined. The Parish Council has stated 
that there is to be @ penalty of £100 for anyone whose dog fouls a footpath 

or grass verge. The term grass verge needs to be defined. There are perimeter 
verges which are not within the jurisdiction of the Parish. The by-law-wril 
not pretect the open spaces. 
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Tesco needs to be more courageous in its dealing with the public and declare 
cpenly that trollies may not be taken farther than the car park. 


The Parish Council should support them in this and display notices accordingly. 
The existing laws concerning the dropping of litter and dumping of rubbish 
should be revised and made clear to all. The residents of Bar Hill must 

be ready not only to clear ip the rubbish for the time being but must bring 
pressure to bear on the Parish Council to ensure that action is taken and 


that prosecutions follow. 


Your parish councillors live among you. Their names are published regularly 
Alec Green of 16 The Brambles (80978) and Jennifer Jones of 61 Foxhollow(81613) 
are vour district councillors. What have they done, what are they doing about 
these matters? They are all here to serve the community. When you have done 
what you can do call upon them to act as well.

AN OPEN LETTER TU ALL RESIDENTS FROM YOUR_LCCAL COUNTY COUNCILLOR 


Uear Resident, 


The County Council is proposing a big shake-up in the management of 
Education at Area Uffice Level in a major report that has been epproved by the 
Educatiu Committes. It prapases the abolition of all three Area Education 
Offices to be replaced by two Advisory Groups consisting of a Senior Education 
Officer supported by Officers with specific expertise including finance, personnel, 
buildings (Maintenance ang new works), special education, curriculum cevelopment 
etc. Ihese tears will concentrate on providing a quality service for eact Scnool. 
These changes have been designed to weet the needs of Cambridgeshire Schools in 
the 1990's, especially those involved in their own local financial management. 

Tne County Counei:! as reported in previous letters have been uncergoina 
a structure review to meet the needs of the 1990's. In the preliminery report by 
consultants and County Of ficiais some radical options to the structure and workings 
of the County Council have becn suggested. If approved, it would introduce 2a new 
structure cansisting of 2 fain Policy Committee supported by five Service 
Committees, seleci panels would also be set up similar to the Parliamentary Select 
Committees. these would play a major role in checking the nerformance of the 
County Council seainst its policy with focus on client needs. The main reesons for 
these recical changes are to improve client focus, to be more cost effective, to 
avoic cuplication, to have effective decision making ana to be creditable to the 
community at iarge. The report will be discussed by the Council at speciel meeting 
in Mesch. 

The Home Secretary has approved tne further recruitment of 18 Officers 
to the Counties Police Force fer the coming yaar, in addition the Police Force is 
continuing the pclicy of civilianising many af the desk jobs that take up the 
veluadle time of serving Officers. A further batch of posts nave been identified 
anc civiliens are in the pracess of being appointed, this will release about a 
Further 20 Officers for direct police duties to protect the public. 

The County Council has neu decidec! the 10%ist rate for the County, this 
will be set et 248.6 p in the £ an increase of 32.6 pence. However, the ratepayer 
will be sefeguarded only for the first year by the use of £15.6 millico from the 
Counties reserves thus reducing the rate to 233 p in the £. The income from a penny 
rate now exceeds £1 million this is an increase of 3% in tne current year, due to 
the increese in population of about 1% per year anc to the increase of industrial 
enc commerciel activity ir the County. There are 245,0UC domestic ratepayers and 
46,000 business .etapayers in the County.
